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Purebred Breeders Set the Pace 


Dr. John Herrick, Extension Veterinarian 
Iowa State University, Ames, 


PUREBRED BREEDERS are the 
power structure leaders the dairy 
industry. They are the people who set 
the pace many facets milk 
production. Also, the purebred 
breeders that can falter lag, causing 
the industry slow down, even 
the wrong direction. view the 
trends animal production, particu- 
larly the dairy industry, purebred 
breeders have greater responsibility 
now, than ever before the history 
the domestication and improvement 
cattle. 

The image the purebred breeder 
the minds many uniformed 
people that man, usually 
family, that lives with the cows, cur- 
ries them night and morning and takes 
them shows and exhibitions, pam- 
pering them they will perform 
either the halter the milk 
bucket. Seldom they see him sitting 
conference table, serving com- 
mittees, such the Sire Selection 
Committee major bull stud, going 
Washington and bargaining for bet- 
ter prices for his fellowmen. The com- 
mercial dairyman, and can 
great deal the credit for the leader- 
ship the dairy business. 

The accomplishments the pure- 
bred breeder are many. any attempt 
list them important factors may 
left out. Genetic improvement (think 
the progress here), milk quality, 
artificial insemination, product promo- 
tion, disease control and price bargain- 
ing are only few the 
accomplishments. The evaluation 
the dairy business progressing from 
family enterprise large corporate 
enterprise further evidence some 
the changes that are taking place. 

the beef producing industry 
hear such terms “crossbreeding,” 
“exotics,” “upgrading,” and 
few others cattlemen discuss the 
genetics their cattle programs. Yet 
the purebred still the scene 
because the purebred the foundation 
the crossbred, the crossbred 
value. 

Now, what are some the chal- 
lenges facing the industry? Where are 
the voids and what the future? 
Again this involves interdisciplinary 
approach, the nutritionist, geneticist, 
economist, statistician, engineer and 
veterinarian need involved 
many the problems facing the dairy 
industry. 

view from the eyes veterin- 
arian may point towards some the 
major problems animal health. 
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Waste and Odor Control: One the 
most serious problems facing dairymen 
animal waste and odor control. 
Larger herds and tremendous emphasis 
air and water pollution presents the 
major problem the present and 
future dairyman. The image the 
dairy product also under scrutiny 
result the intense interest all 
citizens environment quality. Every 
dairyman should study his enterprise 
from the pollution standpoint and 
make immediate plans control pol- 
lution problems. 


Chemical Residues: Equally impor- 
tant waste and odor control the 
problem chemical residues. Only 
decade ago, the dairy industry was 
alerted antibiotic residues milk. 
systems chemical identification 
become more reliable and public opin- 
ion chemical residues increases, all 
animal protein used for human con- 
sumption will come under greater scru- 
tiny for adulterants. the present 
time many dairymen are unable sell 
milk because chemicals such 
dieldrin that has been found their 
milk usually traceable contaminated 
forage. many cases, the origins 
the chemical cannot identified. 
Dairymen may have grow forage 
isolated areas free from chemical usage 
run-off pretest forage before 
using. This problem alone could put 
many dairymen out business the 
future. 


Health Programming: Too many 
dairy herds are not subjected pre- 
arranged health programs based upon 
the prevention diseases resulting 
extremely large losses. The three main 
losses, namely those from reproduc- 
tion, mastitis and calf losses take 
tremendous tolls from many dairy 
herds. Yet, there ample evidence 
that programs based upon sound prin- 
ciples disease control, permit many 
dairymen hold these management 
disease losses minimum. The fact 
that over percent calves die 
before weaning, that over percent 
all cows have mastitis and the 
average calving interval all dairy 
cows the United States estimated 
over months, clearly tells the 
story that dairymen are not using what 
now known prevent disease. 

Dairymen can pat their own backs 
and take credit for controlling tuber- 
culosis, brucellosis and other diseases. 
Yet there void the programs 
too many dairymen, including pure- 
bred breeders control disease. The 


fact the producer himself has not led 
the programs control mastitis 
prime example the problems 
solved the future. The abnormal 
milk test program (somatic cell count) 
the first semi-regulatory program 
control mastitis. Yet, left the 
producer would disbanded immed- 
iately. 


Stricter Control Semen: Organ- 
ized artificial insemination programs 
have made great progress providing 
superior germ plasma every dairy- 
man the United States. Disease 
control measures the have 
been excellent. Yet, semen from any 
bull, collected anyone, can move 
across state lines and within states 
with little any regulations. Semen 
can come into the United States from 
Foot and Mouth free countries with 
tuberculosis than what imposed 
upon semen produced 
country. The power structure the 
dairy industry had better move 
this potential disease bombshell im- 
mediately. 


Specific Disease Problems: Johne’s 
Disease (Paratuberculosis) exists 
many herds the United States, 
possibly few bull studs. Little 
anything has been done about this 
disease. Again it’s time get moving. 
Likewise leptospirosis, anaplasmosis, 
Blue Tongue Bovine Virus Diarrhea, 
Bovine Phinotracheitis and other dis- 
eases exist causing losses many 
herds and threat greater losses 
the future. 

Metabolic diseases are increasing 
the level production the cow 
increases. 
“Downer Cows” and even anemic 
cows are increasing number. They 
are complex problems caused 
complex group factors and need 
answers. Answers are hard come by, 
research needed and research slow 
and expensive. Increased organized 
efforts for monies conduct such 
research must come from the pro- 
ducers dairy cattle. They must 
heard. 

Pertinent points needing consid- 
eration the leaders the dairy 
breeding business are: 

(a) The united efforts all dairy- 
men are needed not only direct but 
implement disease programs. The ini- 
tiative should come from dairy breed- 
ers and not outside sources. 

(b) Concentrated pressure needs 
exerted upon national research 
groups unveil the answers current 
disease problems plaguing the dairy- 
men. 

(c) Dairymen need become in-

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TWO GASES THAT are often 
present during and after filling silos 
can cause serious illness and even 
death. 

Carbon dioxide, colorless, odor- 
less, gas 
forms during the fermenting process. 
This gas cuts out the oxygen supply 
and causes suffocation. Check for this 
gas lowering lighted lantern into 
the silo. the lantern continues 
burn, safe enter the silo. 
However, goes out, stay out the 
silo. 

The other gas nitrogen dioxide. 
This poisonous gas orange-yellow 
yellowish-brown and heavier than 
air. Breathing this gas causes coughing 
with choking sensation and extreme 
weakness. exposed, one should see 
doctor immediately, serious illness 
death can result from delayed 


treatment. 

Nitrogen dioxide most common 
with heavily fertilized corn 
grown hot, dry years. Check for this 
gas looking for the orange-yellow 
color with starch-iodide paper 
which turns blue when exposed the 


Remember these precautions: 

While filling, run the blower for 
least minutes before going into 
partly filled silo. Keep the blower 
running while inside the silo. 

the lookout for irritating 
odors, especially around the silo chute 
and base. 

During filling keep children and 
animals away from silo.

Full-Time Job for 
This Father and Son 


Farming the 286 acres they own 
and another acres which they lease, 
milking nearly cows and caring for 
the young stock keeps Floyd and Bill 
busy year round, and lest forget, 
Eileen Wachtel, Floyd’s wife, serves 
relief milker and often operates the 
tractor when they are baling hay 
summer. This year they had acres 
improved permanent pasture and 
the balance acreage reserve and 
woodland. When was there last July 
they told wheat yields had topped 
bushels per acre and early 
November they said corn yield had 
gone over 100 bushels per acre even 
with the damage caused the 
Southern corn leaf blight. Hay yields 
were also good this year. Alfalfa- 
timothy-clover meadows came close 
hitting yield six tons the acre. 
Most the first cutting was harvested 
before June and with little weather 
damage. This kind hay when fed 
with the nearly 400 tons corn silage 
and over 100 tons grass silage which 
they made, plus feeding the correct 
portion 16-percent protein mix 
should just the incentive takes 
make this good herd cows work 
even harder than they did last year. 
And they were doing pretty good last 
year for June the rolling herd 
average was 9,485 pounds for 73.2 
cow years. matter fact the 
rolling average had already jumped 
10,271 pounds milk for 74.8 cows 
November 1970. Young Bill says 
their goal the next five years 
12,000 pounds milk per cow. And 
believe make it, may even 
economically. 


Herd Expansion 


These past few years have caught 
them the throes herd expansion. 
Adding more free-stall area (they now 
have 80), constructing new inside 
feeding structure for automatic feed- 
ing silage, erecting anew 
ft. silo, adding new milk house and 
double 3-in-line walk-through parlor, 
plus doubling herd size have each had

Planned Changes Management 


Now that the initial stages herd 
expansion are completed, the Wachtels 
plan more concentration factors 
which will contribute higher, more 
economical milk production. Sorting 
out the high producing cows and 
feeding extra grain early lactation, 
culling more severely, and using herd 
sires with higher predicted difference 
are some the items Floyd and Bill 
consider musts. The fact that one 
their higher producing cows made over 
17,000 pounds milk and 725 
pounds butterfat her last 305-day 
lactation confirms there are cows 
the herd with high production poten- 
And with the changes already 
planned management, they should 
have little difficulty meeting their 
goal 12,000 pounds milk per cow 
within the next five years even 
sooner. 


The Breeding Program

“Correct” Dairy System Varies 


THERE “correct” system 
dairying, but each dairyman should 
examine several management variables 
find his own “right combination,” 
according Dr. John Speicher, 
Michigan State University Extension 
dairyman. 

remarks lowa State Univer- 
sity’s Dairy Cattle Day, Speicher said 
“correct” system will vary with size 
herd, labor available, climate, feed, 
soil, existing facilities and even 
individual’s values and goals. 
tions are too diverse 
country—and the state 
come with one system that will 
answer all men’s dairy problems,” 
said. 

Looking cropping programs, 
Speicher said the kind crops 
dairy farm determined soil 
capacity, slope, moisture, length 
growing season and drainage. lowa 
dairymen must properly supplement 
the forage and grain which are most 
profitable for their individual farms. 
These dairy farms need equipped 
for rapid planting and harvest feed 
crops. The dairy cow can use just 
about any kind feed efficiently 
produce milk. 
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Housing should also considered 
planning dairy system. Midwestern 
dairymen should concerned with 
protecting cows winter months, but 
winters are generally not severe 
enough economically justify warm 
dairy housing. Eventual use warm 
enclosed dairy housing may due 
such systems slatted floors over 
liquid manure tank. 

Stanchion housing most practical 
for one-man farm having fewer than 
cows, but stanchion housing not 
competitive labor efficiency with 
free stall housing. Open-lot dairy 
housing must include paved lot and 
some wind protection. current trend 
covered free stall housing, prompted 
desire maintain the efficiency 
the open-lot system while removing 
the cows from the effects cold, 
wind and rain. 

Speicher said that many dairymen 
are shifting from dry hay low- 
moisture grass silage. More days are 
available harvest this silage, making 
possible higher quality feed. Dry hay 
can fed efficiently when stored 
the feeding site. The majority 
covered systems not have efficient 
facilities for feeding dry hay. Increas- 


ing numbers dairymen with larger 
herds are going the bunker and 
fence-line system silage storage and 
handling. 

The dairyman’s milking system 
another variable, and the kind 
parlor does influence rate milking. 
Herringbone parlors with four units 
per man are the most efficient parlors 
currently available, but the same type 
parlor with three units per man does 
not keep milker fully employed. 
Speicher said side opening parlors 
not have high labor efficiency. 

Waste disposal must considered 
building system. Smaller herds 
stanchion barns can satisfactorily use 
gutter cleaners and conventional man- 
ure handling. Open-lot housing also 
best serviced conventional systems, 
but covered housing lends itself 
liquid manure handling. Slatted floors 
with liquid manure tanks below are 
functioning well, but this system may 
restricted warm enclosed hous- 
ing. 

Finally, animal management and 
dairy herds increase size, observa- 
tion cows and means recording 
information are essential. Studies have 
shown that larger herds can more 
profitable, but herd size increases, 
conception difficulties and calf losses 
can also increase.
